Backcourt to Backstretch 


The Los Angeles Times reported that 
tennis promoter Jack Kramer had 5 Aus- 
tralian yearlings, 3 fillies and 2 colts, 
which he would race next winter at Santa 
Anita Park.

The Imperfect Champion 


According to short article in’ the 
Bulletin of the New Zealand Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association, the champion Tul- 
loch has a “so-called defect” in his physi- 
cal proportions. 


“According to the old theory, handed 
down from the Arabs, a horse could be 
no champion unless he perfectly 
balanced. 


“To take the measurements for balance, 
a tape is carried from the top lip, up the 
face, between the ears and along the neck 
to the middle of the wither. Then the 
tape is taken from that point along the 
back, over the rump and down to the last 
joint of the tail. 


“If both measurements agree, the horse

is perfectly balanced and a potential cham- 
pion—according to the Arabs. 

“But Tulloch . . . measures 62 inches 
from lip to wither and 67 inches from 
wither to the last joint of his tail.” Never- 
theless, Arabs are advised not to bet 
against him. The articles concludes with 
the following comparative measurements:

KENTUCKY 


Trial of Tim Tam 


Unless there is enough dedicated money 
to turn the odds in Silky Sullivan’s favor, 
Calumet Farm’s Tim Tam, winner of the 
Derby Trial Stakes, probably will be 
favored to give his stable its seventh 
Kentucky Derby victory. 

Tim Tam ran a courageous race in the 
Trial, and it took a talented horse to 
overcome the obstacles which nearly cost 
him the race. With Ebony Pearl setting 
the pace, jockey Ismael Valenzuela kept 
Tim Tam about a half-dozen lengths back, 
less than a length behind the fourth-place 
Nadir. They held this position through 
most of the backstretch, and on the turn 
Valenzuela headed for the rail, asking 
Tim Tam for a little extra effort; but 
Nadir’s position gave him the advantage. 
and he beat Tim Tam to the punch. 

With Nadir in front of him and other 
horses now at his side, Tim Tam was 
boxed. Valenzuela had no recourse but 
to take up and go around horses. Tim 
Tam went into a drive again, but near 
the eighth-pole he was caught in another 
switch. Rather than lose more ground by 
going outside of front-runners, Valenzuela 
took his chance in a narrow space along 
the rail, in the worst part of the muddy 
track. Tim Tam surged ahead with a con- 
vincing burst of speed to beat a tiring 
Ebony Pearl by a neck. 


Flamingo, probably the best maiden in 
the country, closed from far back to get 
third. Nadir, which had been second at 
the top of the stretch, held on for fourth. 
Valenzuela had raked Tim Tam several 
times with the whip, but had not punished 
him, and the colt crossed the line with 
his ears pricked. 


Trainer Jimmy Jones said after the race 
that he was pleased both by Tim Tam’s 
performance and by Valenzuela’s ride. 
Valenzuela, who had been tapped to ride 
the Calumet colt after Bill Hartack broke 
a leg in a starting-gate accident Saturday. 
April 26, was taking his first competitive 
ride on the horse. Jones said the colt 
came out of the race in good condition. 

“Oh, there was one little nick on his 
leg, just about this long.” Jones said, 
holding thumb and fore finger about an 
inch apart, “but it didn’t do much more 
than take the hair off. He’s all right.” 

Hard overnight and early morning rains 
had left the track in a gummy condition, 
and Tim Tam’s time was 1:3935. The 
track record, 1:35, was set by Hasty Road 
in 1954. 

Nadir, second choice in the Trial, per- 
fermed to trainer Moody Jolley’s expec- 
tations. Watching the big colt work out 
early in the morning, Jolley had _ said, 
“He doesn’t like the mud; he’s a tall. 
long-striding horse, and can’t handle this 
sort of going. But I either run him today 
or take him out of the Derby. No other 
choice.” 


Nadir had looked eager to run. He 
came off the track in the morning bucking 
and jumping, as if he had some more gal- 
lcping in his system, and it took a strong 
boy to discourage him. He seemed to 
be in his best flesh since last fall, and 
Jolley said he had regained about 100 
pounds since his bout with gastroenteritis 
in Florida. The principal question was 
whether there was enough time for him 
to be at full strength for the Derby. 


Even if Tim Tam were favored in the 
Derby mutuels, Silky Sullivan would be 
the sentimental choice. Probably never 
before had one Derby candidate been 
given the attention that the California- 
bred colt has received since his residence 
in Louisville. In his only performance at 
Churchill Downs, on Saturday, April 26, 
Silky Sullivan was fourth to Belleau Chief, 
Gene Fishin’, and Lincoln Road, but even 
this seemed to add to the drama. 

Sitky Sullivan was an estimated 30 
lengths off Benedicto’s pace after a half- 
mile, but in the next 3 furlongs he closed 
to within 214 lengths of the winner. One 
clocker caught him in :1044 for his last 
eighth. Over a track that was sticky after 
hours of light rain, Belleau Chief ran 
the 7 furlongs in 1:2245, missing the 
track record by a fifth of a second. 

At mid-week the Derby field seemed 
certain to include, in addition to Tim 
Tam, Silky Sullivan, Nadir. Gone Fishin’, 
Lincoln Road, Flamingo, Belleau Chief, 
the Maine Chance Farm entry of Jewel’s 
Reward, Ebony Pearl and Jet’s Alibi. Also 
ready for the starter were Martins Rullah, 
Youreddin, Benedicto, and Warren G. 

Jewel’s Reward unquestionably would 
be among the favorites. He won the 
Wood. Memorial in bandages and _ his 
ankles are suspect, but he turned in 144 
miles in 2:10 earlier in the week. Trainer 
Ivan Parke had been taking him to the

paddock each afternoon to acquaint him 
with the crowds. and the extra trouble 
seemed to have relieved the colt of some 
of the nervousness he had exhibited on 
cther occasions.

FLORIDA 
Local Money 


Miami. Horace Wade was relaxed and 
happy as he sat in his office at Gulfstream 
Park on the closing day of the track’s 
43-day meeting. As racing secretary and 
publicity director, Wade had ushered Gulf- 
stream through a successful season. While 
Hialeah Park had suffered a 2.9 per cent 
drop in mutuel play and Tropical had 
dropped 6 per cent, Gulfstream finished 
with a drop of only 1.3 per cent. 


“Obviously we’re holding people and 
we're holding horses as we’ve never done 
before.” Wade said. “We'll have 31 days 
with a handle of more than a million dol- 
lars. Five years from now I’m certain we 
won't have a single day with less than 
a million. 

“Everyone said that Florida would have 
a ‘late’ season this year because of the 
bad weather. But that’s not what hap- 
pened. We maintained our mutuel play 
with local money. 

“Ten years ago it was financial suicide 
trying to run races this late in the year. 
By the time we hit April our handles 
were never more than $400,000 or $500.- 
000. We didn’t keep the horses, and we 
didn’t keep the people. 

“Just 5 years ago we had 136 horses 
to try and fill races with during the 
last 3 days of the meeting. I remember 
going into Mr. Donn’s office and telling 
him we couldn’t fill 9 races for closing 
day. I told him we ought to let it -go 
that way and show the politicians it was 
not feasible to run this late in the season. 
He wouldn’t agree, so I sweated it out 
and managed to fill the card. 


“This year there are more than 1,000 
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horses in the area on the last day of the 
season. And to my mind this entire suc- 
cess is based on one horse race—the 
Florida Derby. If ever a track was built 
on a single race, it’s Gulfstream Park.” 

This year’s Florida Derby, won by Tim 
Tam, was run March 29, a week after 
the Gulfstream Handicap. Next year 
Wade has scheduled the Derby for April 
4, 7 days later than in 1958. (The Handi- 
cap will not be moved.) 

“T was forced into it because I didn’t 
want to have our ‘Blaze of Glory Week’ in 
conflict with Easter week,” Wade said. 
“But it will be an interesting experiment. 
We'll see how much it helps the track 
and helps the community. 

“Under no circumstances will I run the 
Derby in competition with Easter. It could 
happen that we’d have to run it a week 
earlier instead of a week later. 

“Next year I feel we might get more 
horses from California. They'll have an 
extra week between the Santa Anita Derby 
and our race.” 


Plans for Grass Racing 


Jimmy Donn, president of Gulfstream 
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Park, has decided to create a turf course 
for next year’s meeting. Wade isn’t en. 
thusiastic about grass racing, but agrees 
it is a good spectacle. 

“You can say it is highly probable 
that the turf course will be ready for next 
season.” Horace said. “We had Fred 
Hooper look over the infield, and he knows 
all there is to know about construction 
problems. He told us it wasn’t a major 
undertaking. We can get the fill out of 
the lake by deepening it from its present 
6 feet to 20 feet. The grass course will 
be no narrower than 90 feet at any point, 


“Personally, I feel that turf races pen- 
alize American-bred horses who aren't 
trained to running on grass, in favor 
of foreign horses. But Mr. Donn feels 
strongly about it, and we'll go ahead with 
it. There won't be more than a couple 
races a week on the grass, though.” 

Wade is abolishing 2 2-year-old stakes, 
the Singing Tower and the Juvenile. 

“We'll still have 2 races for 2-year-olds 
at the same $10,000 value.” he said, 
“but they won’t be stakes. This year was 
very disappointing; both races were over 
run with maidens. In the Singing Tower 
we had 31 entries, with 21 of them maid- 
ens. In the Juvenile, 13 of the 18 entries 
were maidens. Next year these races will 
be overnights with winners preferred.” 

The Singing Tower and Juvenile will be 
replaced by the Donn Handicap, April I], 
a $25,000 stakes at 1;); miles, and the 
Orchid Stakes, March 11. a $10,000 stakes 
for fillies and mares at 614 furlongs. The 
Donn Handicap will be run on the grass. 

Wade would like to have 2 new bars 
built at Gulfstream. “If we can get them 
built they would be for the use of horse 
men shipping over after the close of the 
Tropical and Hialeah meetings. We lo: 
some good horses because we had no place 
to put them.” 

Donn plans to double the size of the club 
house. but will not go ahead with co 
struction until improved highway facilities 
are obtained. This year’s traffic problems 
were not so severe as a year ago, bit 
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there still was a major bottleneck when 
the crowds were big. 


The Business Side 


Closing day drew a mutuel handle of 
$1,363.756 and a fine riding exhibition by 
Johnny Choquette. While Steve Brooks 
failed to win on 6 mounts, Choquette won 
4 races in 6 tries and tied Brooks for 
leading-jockey honors at the meeting. 
Their totals were 28 each. 


Gulfstream closed with an aggregate 
attendance of 616,492 and a handle of 
$53,770.451 for 43 days. This compared 
with a 1957 attendance of 647,449 (a 
drop of 4.8 per cent) and handle of 
$54,481,161 (a drop of 1.3 per cent). 

Hialeah’s 40-day meeting had finished 
with an attendance of 760,537 and handle 
of $68.735.130. Last year’s corresponding 
figures were 798,362 and $70,790,024—a 
drop of 4.7 per cent in attendance and 2.9 
per cent in betting. 

Tropical, running 43 days, had an at- 
tendance of 396,954 and handle of $35,- 
316,319. The previous season’s figures 
were 417,640 attendance and a handle of 
$37,521,377. This represented a drop of 
5 per cent in crowds and 5.9 per cent 
in mutuel play.

ILLINOIS 


Sudden Riches 


Cuicaco. Two $100,000 races for IIli- 
nois-bred 2-year-olds will be held annually 
in Chicago, starting in 1961. One will be 
for fillies, the other for colts and geldings. 
This was divulged last week by Ralph W. 


Choisser, steward representing the Illinois 
Racing Board at Chicago tracks, at a 
meeting of the Illinois Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association. There was no public 
announcement. 

In 1961 the full potential of the so- 
called Illinois Breeders Bill, passed last 
July after heated debate and opposition, 
will be reached for the first time. Begin- 
ning that year and continuing annually 
thereafter, $500,000 will be available for 
Illinois-bred races in all classifications. 
Money for the stakes will come from part 
of the proceeds of 3 extra races weekly 
at Chicago and downstate horse parks. 

The Illinois Racing Board, sole authority 
in carrying out provisions of the breeders 
bill, tentatively has planned for this sea- 
son a $20,000-added race for juvenile 
fillies the last week of the Arlington Park 
meeting (late in August) and a $25,000- 
added event for 2-year-old colts and geld- 
ings the third week of the Hawthorne 
meeting (late in September). 

For Illinois 2-year-olds in 1959, the 
racing board has listed one race worth 
$40,000 and one of $45,000; in 1960 there 
will be 2 events worth $75,000 each. 

At downstate tracks, Cahokia Downs 
and Fairmount Park, the 1958 schedule 
calls for 8 $2,500 races for Illinois-breds 
of all ages. In addition, any fair in the 
state will receive money to run 2 $500 
events if enough Illinois-breds are avail- 
able. 

Approximately $100,000 is in the till 
now for Illinois-bred races. No schedule 
of races has been announced for horses 
older than 2, but it’s safe to predict the 
money will be used. 


At their meeting the Illinois breeders 
voted unanimously to recommend to the 
racing board that the 2 proposed 1958 
races be split into 4 races—2 worth 
$10,000 and 2 $12,500. There was no 
opposition to the rich 2-year-old stakes 
proposed for the future. 

L. E. Morris, of Collinsville, Ill., presi- 
dent of the breeders’ group, appointed a 
5-man committee to co-operate with the 
racing board and make suggestions re- 
garding purse distribution and other per- 
tinent matters relating to  Illinois-bred 
horses. 

Committee chairman is J. W. Burns. 
Members are D. Elmo Jordan, Vernon 
Fein, V. B. Mullins, and George Bachner.

Directors of the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany last week voted to hold the com- 
pany’s annual fall sale of yearlings dur- 
ing the Keeneland races, following a pro- 
cedure instituted last year. Dates set 
for the 1958 fall sales were Monday, 
October 20, through Friday, October 24. 
Last year the auctions required 7 days, but 
the number is expected to be smaller this 
year because of a larger summer sale. 

William S. Evans, Breeders’ Sales’ gen- 
eral manager, said the April sale of horses 
in training would be held again in 1959, 
and that the company also might conduct 
a sale for the Illinois Breeders’ Associa- 
tion at Arlington Park in August.

Stevens Hill Hammond 


Stevens Hill Hammond, 48, owner of 
Greenacres Stud Farm, near Chino, Calif., 
died at Good Samaritan Hospital, Los 
Angeles, on April 28. He had been hospi- 
talized since he underwent major surgery 
early in April. 

Son of the late Gen. Thomas S. Ham- 
mond, Mr. Hammond had been interested 
in horses all his life. He was an avid 
polo player for many years, and was a 
member of the Chicago team which won 
the United States Open Indoor Polo Cham- 
pionship in 1938. After he gave up polo 
in 1948, he raced a stable in the Midwest 
for several years. He bought Greenacres 
in 1953, when he moved to California. 

All of Mr. Hammond’s business career 
was spent with the Whiting Corporation, 
of Harvey, Ill, manufacturers of heavy 
machinery. At the time of his death he 
was chairman of the board of directors. 


Greenacres is one of the most modern 
Thoroughbred farms in California. Mr. 
Hammond owned about 15 broodmares., 
and he stood the stallions *Scorpion II, 
*Bahadur II, Bymeabond, *King’s Abbey, 
Unbelievable, *Herculis, Good Ending, 
*Star of the Forest, *Royal Blue, *Smer- 
aldo, *Buffoon II, and *Corporal II. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Mary 
Lou Hammond; his mother, Mrs. Thomas 
S. Hammond; a daughter, Suzanne Ham- 
mond; a son, Thomas Stevens Hammond; 
and a brother, Thomas L. Hammond. 


John S. Phipps 


John Shaffer Phipps, who was past 70 
when he began accumulating the most ex- 
pensive small band of Thoroughbred 
broodmares in the world, died Sunday 
night, April 27, at Palm Beach, Fla. 
The 84-year-old vrtsman and financier 
had survived his wife, the former Margar- 
ita Grace, by about 4 months. 

Mr. Phipps, son of Henry Phipps and 
brother of the late Henry Carnegie Phipps, 
whose widow still owns the successful 
Wheatley Stable, was born in Alleghany, 
Pa., and was educated at Yale and in the 
Harvard Law School, from which he was 
graduated in 1902. At the age of 28 he 
took over management of the extensive 
Phipps properties. He was a former direc- 
tor of the United States Steel Corporation, 
International Paper Company, Grace 
Steamship Lines, Guaranty Trust Company 
of New York, and other large organiza- 
tions. 

For many years Mr. Phipps and _ his 
sons, John H., Michael, and Hubert B.. 
were best known in the sporting world 
for their skill as polo players and for their 
constructive interest in the game. The 
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father owned the 1,650-acre Blenheim 
Farms at The Plains, Va., and raced a 
small string of horses. He bred the stakes 
winners Home Flight, Gay Spark, and 
Three Rings, and in the latter 1940's 
entered upon a campaign of buying the 
best broodmares and broodmare prospects 
that came on the market. 

Among the mares he bought from the 
auction ring were *Uvira II for $61,000, 
Level Best (carrying Level Lea) for 
$57,500, Lithe for $85,000, Spotted Beauty 
for $56,000, Be Faithful for $55,000, La 
Chicuela for $54,000, Whirlabout for $50,- 
700, *Masaka for $105,000. Best of the 
runners he bred from these were Level 
Best, Parnassus, and Spinning Top. Most 
of his bidding was done by Arthur Han- 
cock Jr., at whose Claiborne Farm in 
Kentucky the mares were kept. 

At the time of his death Mr. Phipps had 
17 mares at Claiborne Farm. Be Faithful 
was in foal to *Ambiorix; Grey Streak, 
to Level Lea; Top Level, to Roman; 
*Uvira II, to *Tulyar or *My Babu; 
Sicily and Spotted Beauty, to *Nasrullah. 
*Masaka had a bay colt by *Tulyar or 
*Ambiorix; Spinning Top, a bay filly by 
*Nasrullah; Whirlabout, a bay filly by 
*Nasrullah. Level Best had slipped twins. 
Greek Blond, La Chicuela, Lithe, Nautch 
Dancer, Navira, Palace Dancer, and Tril- 
by were barren.

E. H. Lane, cotton farmer and banker of Odom, 
Texas, for many years was in charge of Quarter 
otse operations at King Ranch. Probably the 
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best Quarter Horse he ever handled was Miss 
Princess, a Bold Venture mare registered as 
Woven Web in the American Stud Book. Woven 
Web raced as a Thoroughbred at 2, winning a 
small stakes in Mexico, but she gained most of 
her distinction at 3 and 4, when she was the 
country’s best Quarter Horse, winning 15 of 16 
starts, including a match race against Shue Fly. 

Woven Web’s first foal was the inbred Baloma, 
by Bold Venture’s son Depth Charge. Lane leased 
Baloma from King Ranch, and the filly won her 
first 2 starts at the Fair Grounds in New Orleans, 
running both quarter-mile races in :214%. One of 
these victories was in the Debutante Stakes, 
which she won by 8 lengths. In Baloma’s third 
start, the Lafayette Stakes at Keeneland, she 
opened a commanding lead in the first quarter, 
but couldn’t handle the turn into the stretch and 
finished unplaced.

EUROPE 
Early 3-Year-Old Tests 


Paris. Two notable doubles by older 
horses at the beginning of the flat-racing 
season in France and England preceded 
the first developments among the 3-year- 
olds. which will hold the center of the 
stage for the next 2 months. 

The 5-year-old Tanerko (Tantieme—La 
Divine, by Fair Copy) repeated a 1957 
success by winning the 114-mile Prix 
Ganay at Longchamp on April 7. Fran- 
cois Dupre’s home-bred horse won by 8 
lengths from his contemporary Blockhaus 
(Relic—Belle Princess, by Prince Rose) 
and 11 others. The only other runners to 
win this important test twice were Caius 
in 1904-05 and *Goya II in 1939-40. 

In Great Britain the top-weight Babur 
(*My Babu—Reseda, by Cameronian), 
under 126 pounds, took the one-mile Lin- 
colnshire Handicap from 36 other con- 
tenders at Lincoln on March 26. As a 4- 
year-old in 1957, Capt. S. Riley Lord’s 
horse had won the Lincolnshire under 111 
pounds. The one other double winner of 
the race was the French-trained Ob, in 
1906-07, with 112 and 122 pounds. Babur 
was purchased as a yearling for 1,000 
guineas. A late foal, he has improved as 
he grew older. 

The Free Handicaps in Great Britain 
and France usually provide the best guide 
to the early-season classics. In the last 15 
years a Guineas or Poule d’Essai winner 
has come from the highest-ranked 10 on 
12 occasions in each country, and in the 
last 11 years the first 10 in the British 
Free Handicap always have included a 
Guineas winner. Thus the handicaps ap- 
pear to establish the most direct continuity 
between the old season and the new. 

The Guineas equivalents in Italy are the 
first classic races to be run in Europe. 
and there also the handicap leaders are 
the starting point for consideration of 
the first developments among the 3-year- 
olds. The leading 10 in the Italian Free 
Handicap: 

PIER CAPPONI, Lacaduv—Pierre Qui Vire, by 
Majano, 68 kilos. Of French breeding, but foaled 
in Italy, where he won 5 of 6 races, including 
the Criterium Nazionale and Gran Criterium. 

BEATRICE ADAMS, f., Pearl Diver—Balestrina, 
by Torbido, 664%. Won 3 of 4, second in Cri- 
terium Nazionale, beaten 4 lengths. 

PEVERON, Traghetto—Veneziana, by Pilade, 66. 
1 win and 4 places before his easy victory in 
the all-age Premio Chiusura. 

MALHOA, Tenerani—Macchietta, by Niccolo Dell’ 
Arca, 65%. Second and first in 2 starts. High 
ranking reflects prestige of the Dormell>-Olgiata 
stable. 

DADEA, f., Tehran—Damalis, by Tourbillon, 65. 
After 3 places, won Premio Tevere in November 
in brilliant style. 
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SEDAN, Prince Bio—Staffa, ty Orsenigo, 65. Won 
first 3, then third in Criterium Nazionale. 

TOP TOP, Scai—Nova, by Panipat, 64%. 3 wins, 
3 seconds, including second in Premio Tevere. 

KABUL, Scanno—Camelia, by Orsenigo, 64. Won 
2, placed once before getting fourth in Premio 
Tevere and winning Premio Fiuggi at 1% miles. 

TIEPOLO, Blue Peter—Trevisana, by Niccolo 
Dell’Arca, 64. Wen a small race. 

CARBONCINA, f., Sayani—Circignana, by Dona- 
tello II, 63%. One win in 3 starts, second to a 
good colt, and second in the Triennale, between 
Sedan and Peveron. 


The 3 fillies already have made their 
reappearance. Beatrice Adams won the 
74%-furlong Premio Firenze at Firenze in 
March, and Dadea took the 11%-mile 
Premio Prealpi at Milan. Carboncina won 
the 714-furlong Premio Pisa at the Pisa 
course before starting in the One Thou- 
sand Guineas equivalent, the one-mile 
Premio Elena at Rome March 30. 

Running on a heavy track, Carboncina 
looked like the winner of the Elena until 
the last 50 yards, but she was caught and 
beaten 3 parts of a length by Algaiola 
(Grey Sovereign—Albania II. by Scottish 
Union), a filly born in Italy from Eng- 
lish parents. Algaiola was unraced at 2. 
She won her first race this year, and in 
her second start was impeded by the fall 
of another horse. 

Algaiola and Carboncina were sent 
against colts in the Two Thousand Guineas 
equivalent, the one-mile Premio Parioli at 
Rome on April 13. Peveron took the lead 
from the Pot o’ Luck colt Saturno II and 
winged away in the stretch to win by 4 
lengths from Kabul, with Carboncina third. 
another 4 lengths back. Pecos and Mira- 
golo were next. 

Peveron, owned by the Scuderia Man- 
tova, is the second Parioli winner by 
Traghetto and the second from his imme- 
diate family for the Mantova stable. His 
granddam, Cilenita (Onafrasimus—Cylena. 
by Harpocrate), produced the 1952 winner 
Marcantonio, by Fante. 

As for Pier Capponi, he attempted 
giving 6 pounds to Sedan in the 114-mile 
Premio San Gottardo at Milan April 13, 
and was beaten a length. Sedan previously 
had been trounced at level weight in 
the one-mile Triennale Italiano at Milan 
March 23, by Filogeo (Goyamo—Filatrice. 
by Escamillo), which, after going unraced 
at 2 had won his first start in February. 


The Leaders in France 


Francois Dupre’s Texana and Bella 
Paola held the first and second rank 
among the French 2-year-olds of 1957, and 
3 other fillies were among the first 10 
in the Free Handicap. 


TEXANA, f., Relic—Tosca, by Tourbillon, 60 
kilos. Unbeaten in 11 starts at 4 and 5 furlongs. 
A “real flyer,” winner over older horses. 


BELLA PAOLA, f., Ticino—Rhea II, by Gun- 


domar, 59. After placing third at 5 furlengs, 
won twice at 7 furlongs, then took the Grand 
Criterium at a mile, showing gameness in a close 
finish. 

TARQUIN, Scratch—La Taglioni, by Cotombo, 59, 
Beaten a short head in the Grand Criterium 
after making all the pace. Previously had won 
twice and finished second. His sire won Prix 
du Jockey Club and Doncaster St. Leger. 

NEPTUNE II, Crafty Admiral—Timely Tune, by 
Eight Thirty, 58. First American-bred winner of 
the Prix Robert Papin and Prix Morny, first 
2 legs of 2-year-old triple crown. Sent to Ney. 
market for his last start of the season, he was 
beaten half a length by Major Portion in the 
Middle Park Stakes. 

LA MALIVOYE, f., Sicambre—*La Mirambule, by 
Coaraze, 58. Third in first of 3 starts, then won 
2 races, including the one-mile Prix Thomas 
Bryen, in a canter. Sicambre already has sired 
the Oaks winner Sicarelle, and *La Mirambule 
was the best filly of her generation, winner of 
the Prix Vermeille, second in the Prix de 
Diane and Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. 

BEL AMANT, Tourment—Fast Beauty, by Fastnet, 
57. In 5 stars, 1 win, 3 times placed. Beaten g 
short neck by Neptune II in Prix Morny. 

ANNE d’ANJOU, f., Lavandier—Princess Ann, by 
Panipat, 56. Beaten once in 5 outings. Last 2 
victories were in Grand Criterium d’Ostende 
and Prix de la Salamandre. Lavandier, winner of 
only a small race, is a half-brother to *Ambiorix, 

EDELLIC, Relic—Edelfrau, by Admiral Drake, 56, 
Second, after a poor start, in Prix Robert Papin, 
and third, beaten 2 short necks, in Prix Morny. 

MALBRUCK, Clarion—Saipan, by *Norseman, 
55%. Won only 2 races, easily beating Anne 
d’Anjou in last. Clarion is mostly a sire of 
milers. Granddam, Buena Vista, was second in 
Prix de Diane. 

APPLE PIPPIN, f., Apple Pie—Tijuca II, by Fast. 
net, 55. Had 5 wins, including 1%4-mile Prix de 
Conde, in 10 starts. Sire was a good 2-year-old 
which met with accident at end of season. 


Bella Paola showed classic form in her 
2-length victory over the Grand Criterium 
fourth Pharstella (Pharis—Astella, by 
Djebel) in the one-mile Prix Imprudence 
at Maisons-Laffitte April 11. Neptune II 
was 1 to 2 for the 7-furlong Prix de St. 
James at Longchamp April 13, but finished 
third, 3 lengths behind the winner, Bel 
Canto (*Menetrier—Tudor Queen, by 
Owen Tudor. Bel Amant and Malbruck 
were unplaced in the one-mile Prix Djebel 
at Maisons-Laffitte April 11, far back of 
the winner, Pantouflard (Pan—Philate- 
liste, by Rodosto). Apple Pippin has run 
twice at 114 miles. finishing second in the 
Prix Delatre and seventh in the Prix 
Vanteaux. 

Thus only Bella Paola has confirmed the 
best 2-year-old form. Among the promising 
newcomers is Mme. Leon Volterra’s Noe- 
lor (Vatellor—Manoela, by Amfortas), 
winner of the 1;%-mile Prix Juigne at 
Longchamp April 13, the big test for un- 
raced 3-year-olds. Noelor is the fourth 
Prix Juigne winner trained by Francois 
Mathet in the last 6 years. 


The Leaders in England

somewhat later than in Italy and France. 
the leaders among last year’s 2-year-olds 
were:

*COUP DE VENT, Preciptic—Tutelina, by Turk- 
han, 128. Won all 3 starts, under high weight. 
*KELLY, Panorama—Cottesmore, by Blue Peter, 
127. Won 3 of 7, notably the Champagne Stakes. 

Third in Middle Park. 

PHEIDIPPIDES, Court Martial—Queen Eleanor, 
by Stardust, 127. Won 2 of 5, including Gim- 
crack Stakes, his last start. 

PINCHED, Pinza—The Accused, by Fair Trial, 
127.Won Richmond Stakes and one-mile Royal 
Lodge Stakes, placed in his 3 other starts. 

PALL MALL, Palestine—Malapert, by Portlaw, 126.

126. Won 3 of 6, including Solario Stakes: sec- 
ond in Houghton Stakes. 

ABELIA, f., Abernant—Queen of Peru, by Big 
Game, 125. In 7 starts, 4 wins, including Queen 
Mary, July, Molecomb, and Cornwallis Stakes. 
Second to Liberal Lady in Lowther Sweepstakes 
and to *Rich and Rare in the Cheveley Park. 


In the 7-furlong Two Thousand Guineas 
Trial Stakes at Kempton Park April 7 
Aggressor won easily, with Pall Mall a 
disappointing fourth. Pinched made his re- 
appearance in the one-mile Craven Stakes 
at Newmarket April 17 and finished third 
to the American colt Bald Eagle (*Nas- 
tullah—Siama, by Tiger), impressive win- 
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ner of the Duke of Edinburgh Stakes in 
October, his only start at 2. Capt. H. F. 
Guggenheim’s colt, a brother to One-Eyed 
King, is now the Two Thousand Guineas 
and Derby favorite. 

On April 19 Pall Mall won the one- 
mile Thirsk Classic Trial Stakes, with the 
favored Pheidippides in third place, 4 
lengths away. Firmer going apparently 
aided Pall Mall on this occasion. 

Second in Bald Eagle’s Craven Stakes 
was Nagami (Nimbus—Jennifer, by Hy- 
perion), winner of the 1957 Tattersall 
Sale Stakes and second to Torbella III in 
the Dewhurst Stakes. Second in the Thirsk 
Classic Trial, between Pall Mall and Phei- 
dippides, was Pleiades (Nearco—Solar 
System, by Hyperion), ranked at 110 
pounds in the Free Handicap. 

Bella Paola is a hot favorite for the One 
Thousand Guineas, followed by Princess 
(Prince Chevalier—*Nikellora, by 
Vatellor) and Persian Wheel (*Tulyar— 
Sun Chariot, by Hyperion), which were 
first and second, a neck apart, in the 1,';- 
mile Princess Elizabeth Stakes at Epsom 
on April 24.

AUSTRALIA 
A Rest for Tulloch 


Sypney. Tulloch began racing in Oc- 
tober, 1956. In the next 18 months he 


started 29 times for 21 wins, 7 seconds, 
and 1 third, and for prize money totaling 
£66,14814, easily an Australian record for 
a 3-year-old and little more than £5,000 
below the record for horses of all ages. 

According to his trainer, Tulloch “just 
loves racing.” The colt should be happy, 
for he has had plenty in the autumn 
campaigns in Melbourne and Sydney. He 
loves racing so much that he prefers 
beating his rivals in a race to having 
an exercise run on the training track. This 
is understandable, for in his races, over 
all distances, Tulloch rarely has more 
than an exercise gallop, and as his trainer 
says, why not be paid for his exercise? 

Returning from Melbourne, Tulloch 
stepped out in the weight-for-age Rawson 
Stakes, 9 furlongs, at Rosehill, in which 
he outclassed Caranna (later second in 
the Sydney Cup) and Squander Lad, a 
first-class sprinter. It was in the Rawson 
Stakes that *Ajax figured in one of Au- 
stralia’s greatest upsets. Starting at 40 
to 1 on he was beaten into second 
place. 

A week later Tulloch was in the 10- 
furlong weight-for-age Chipping Norton 
Stakes at picturesque Warwick Farm. Op- 
posed by 3 good ones in Baron Boissier. 
Prince Darius, and Monte Carlo, the 3- 
year-old champ dashed to the front and 
led from go to whoa. At the winning post 
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Comte deGrasse’s good 3-year-old colt Count deBlanc 
won the Arkansas Derby earlier this year at 1% miles. 
A headline winner a week earlier and winner as a 
2-year-old, Count deBlanc is the first stakes winner from 
the first small crop of Comte deGrasse which also 
includes the winners Stormy Count, Bold Fling and 
Jean Batou. 


Son of the leading American sire Count Fleet, Comte 
deGrasse is out of La Liberte, a top filly of her day and 
third highweight on the Experimental. Racing only at 3, 
Comte deGrasse beat Horse-of-the-Year One Count at 
a mile in one of his victories. 
Comte deGrasse is a known factor of excellence among 
Illinois stallions . . . there is no need to take a chance.

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he was 5 in front of the Baron, with Prince 
Darius 11% lengths farther back. 

Next was the St. Leger, 134 miles, on 
the opening day of the AJC autumn meet- 
ing at Randwick. There were 3 oppo- 
nents, Prince Darius, Pin High, and Un- 
yielding. Tulloch won by 20 lengths from 
Prince Darius, with Pin High one furlong 
farther back. No colt had ever won the 
Leger in more contemptuous manner. 

As the Queen Elizabeth Randwick 
Stakes, to be run 7 days later, was logic- 
ally the next start for the son of Khorassan 
and Florida, race-goers were handed a big 
surprise when, on the Wednesday, Tulloch 
raced in the All-Aged Stakes, one mile— 
just to keep fit— and he had no diffi- 
culty in defeating crack milers Grenoble 
and Teranyan. The fact that Tulloch had 
to come back from 184 miles to a mile 
didn’t worry him, and three days later 
he returned to the 134-mile journey in 
the Queen Elizabeth Stakes, in which 
Baron Boissier, Caranna, and Pushover 
were content to fight for the minor prize 
money. Although always on a tight hold, 
Tulloch led all the way to record another 
easy victory. 

The champion has earned a rest. He 
will be given a spell from racing for a 
couple of months. 


Flying Missel’s Son 


A youngster with a particularly bright 
future is Man of Iron, a brown gelding 
by the American-bred Flying Missel 
(Equestrian—Momentum. by Boojum) out 
of Canvas Back, dam of the champion 
sprinter Kingster. Under the direction of 
Harry Plant, who trained *Bernborough 
during most of his racing career, Man of 
Iron has started 8 times for 4 wins and 3 
minor placings. 

At the Australian Jockey Club’s autumn 
carnival at Randwick race course Man of 
Iron won the Sires’ Produce Stakes in 
dashing style from the Victorian colt Ni- 
lento (Nilo—Posture), with the Golden 
Slipper Stakes winner Skyline (Star King- 
dom—Flight’s Daughter) in the minor 
position. The £4,639 victory was clear-cut. 
In the early stages of the 7-furlong jour- 
ney Man of Iron’s rider, Moore, saw to 
it that the brilliant Skyline did not gain 
too much of a lead, and at the turn for 
home he challenged. After a neck-and- 
neck battle through the upper half of the 
stretch Man of Iron got the upper hand, 
and he stood off the fast-finishing Nilento 
by a length, with Skyline a slightly greater 
distance behind the second. Time for the 
7 furlongs was 1:2415. 

At the Easter yearling sales there was 
keen demand for Flying Missel’s progeny. 
Four colts and a filly brought 6,150 gui- 
neas, including 2,300 for a bay colt from 
Restraint. 

An Australian record was made when 
Aluinn Stud paid 7,100 guineas for the colt 
by English Derby winner Pinza_ from 
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Method. He was bred in England to Au- 
stralian time. 

Ted Clifford, who races *Gay Vista in 
America, has purchased Atellor, Bidgee 
Stream, Romberg, and a yearling. They 
are leaving Sydney by the s. s. Sonoma 
on April 26. Another Clifford buy was 
Prince Jambo (Jambo—Saros) which, I 
understand, will stand at Idle Hour Farm, 
Lexington. Prince Jambo, a noted mud- 
runner, has won many sprint races in the 
Sydney metropolitan area. 


Straight Draw’s Treble 


The stayer Straight Draw has completed 
an unprecedented treble. Last spring the 
5-year-old bay gelding won the 15¢-mile 
Metropolitan Handicap at Randwick and 
the 2-mile Melbourne Cup at Flemington. 
Qn Easter Monday, carrying 125 pounds 
and enough hard cash to make him a 
9-10 favorite, he took the 2-mile Sydney 
Cup, with £9,188 and a £500 cup as first 
prize. 

Straight Draw’s Cup victory was at- 
tained with difficulty. Noel McGrowdie 
kept trying to move him close to the rails, 
but at the top of the stretch he was well 
behind the leaders and fairly wide out. 
After gaining the lead he had to stand 
oft the excellent stayer Caranna (127) in 
the last furlong. The old mare Pushover 
(121) was third in the field of 10. The 
margins were a_ half-length and 114 
lengths. Time, 3:22. 

Behind the established stayers which 
shared the places were Baystone (115), 
Beaupa (121), Fire Flash (117). Marks- 
man (102), Gilt Son (100), Tout Rouge 
(100), and Lindbergh (121). 

Straight Draw was bred in New Zealand 
from English parents. His sire is Faux 
Tirage (Big Game—Commotion, — by 
Mieuxce), which raced for the late John 
A. Dewar, and his dam is Sunbride. 

McGrowdie was also aboard Grenoble. 
winner of the one-mile Doncaster in a 
narrow decision over Teranyan and Theo- 
dric. Sold for 150 guineas as a yearling, 
Grenoble stands only 15 hands, and was 
the smallest horse in the Doncaster, whose 
first money was £5,282. He is by Bois 
de Rose (*Bahram—La Moqueuse, by 
*Teddy) out of Quest, by the sprinter 
Yaralla, son of the staying sire The Buz- 
zard. The winner’s time for the mile 
was 1:3515.

Best Horses 


1866-1957 


By way of preamble to last week’s 
study of the relationship between racing 
class and sire success, it was noted that 
preliminary conclusions had been drawn 
from cursory scrutiny of a list of the 
best horses since the Civil War. The pre- 
liminary conclusion that at least 20 per 
cent of top-class race horses were very 
successful sires was verified when the 
problem was attacked in more orderly 
and more objective fashion: recent data 
showed that 23 per cent of the stallions 
with racing indexes of 20.00 and upward 
had progeny indexes of 2.00 and upward, 
and that 52 per cent of such stallions had 
progeny indexes of 1.40 and upward. 

The list of the best horses is given 
below. as appendix to the study. and for 
whatever varied interest it may hold. It 
covers 92 years of racing in North America 
and includes 267 horses which ranked as 
best of their year at one age. or another. 
In cases where no sharp separation be- 
tween the best and next-best was possible, 
the list sometimes includes 2 or 3 horses 
sharing honors in a given year. as for 
instance in 1957, when Bold Ruler. Round 
Table, and *Gallant Man are all given 
as top-class 3-year-olds. 

The first 126 horses accounted for were 
selected by the late Walter Spencer Vos- 
burgh in 1916. The Vosburgh list ended 
with Dominant. the best 2-year-old of 
1915; extension through 1957 was based 
upon year-end handicaps whenever these 
were available, and upon comparative form 
in other years. Readers with long mem- 
ories presumably will have a few deletions 
and substitutions to make. 

However much the list is amended, it 
can never gain complete acceptance; the 
differences of opinion upon which horse 
racing is based have a way of enduring 
long after the horses are gone. and they 
flourish especially while the horses are 
still with us. One of the problems encoun- 
tered in extending the Vosburgh list was 
the fact that the best horse foaled in a 
given year may never be ranked as the 
best at any given age, as in the case 
of Swoon’s Son. Another is that many 
horses must be excluded whose class was 
unquestionable, such as Fair Play. Broom- 
stick, and Bull Lea. 

If the list is accepted as it stands, there 
are 107 horses, or 40 per cent of the total, 
by imported or foreign sires. excluding 
*Ogden and *Sun Briar. which did all 
their racing in this country. 

Of the remaining 160 horses. 76, or 47.5 
per cent, were by sires which figured as 
best of their year at one age or another. 
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Of this total of 76, all but 10 were by 
sires whose names actually appear on the 
list as given. The additional 10 were by 
American-bred horses which qualified as 
“best.” but fell outside the scope of the 
Vosburgh list; 7 of these were by Lexing- 
ton, foaled in 1850; 2 by Norfolk, foaled 
in 1861 but retired from racing before 
1866; and 1 by Iroquois, which did his 
racing in England and became the first 
American-bred winner of the Derby at 
Epsom. 

Without attempting the dangerous task 
of separating the top-class males into the 
evil and meaningless categories of success 
and failure. it may be seen that many of 
them attained eminence as sires, and 
that approximately 1 out of 3 may be 
called a “good” sire or better. Among the 
“failures.” some failed for the simple 
reason that they were not good enough 
genetically to stand against the best com- 
petition, others because they were denied 
adequate opportunity. It should never be 
forgotten that the most successful breeder 
is the one with the best mares. The stallion 
which draws nothing better than “well 
bred” mares has virtually no chance of 
realizing his full potential. 

The prevalence of foreign and imported 
sires is not a peculiarly American phe- 
nomenon. In any country which uses high- 
class foreign horses to recruit its stallion 
ranks the same pattern will be observed, 
not so much because the foreigner is better 
as because of the greater effort and great- 
er ability to provide him with the best 
available mates. 


In the following list the horses are ar- 
ranged according to the years in which 
they were foaled, beginning with Kentucky 
in 1861. Figures immediately after the 
names show the age at which the horses 
were considered best of their age-group. 
Names of females are shown in italics. 
Names of males which became sires are 
given in capital letters.
